   4   SECTION 1.  BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
   5  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

   8   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "BODILY FLUID" MEANS SEMINAL FLUID, BLOOD, URINE, 
   9  OR FECES. 
 
  10   (B) A PERSON MAY NOT INTENTIONALLY CAUSE ANOTHER TO INGEST BODILY 
  11  FLUID: 
 
  12    (1) WITHOUT CONSENT; OR 
 
  13    (2) BY FORCE OR THREAT OF FORCE. 
 
  14   (C) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A FELONY AND ON 
  15  CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT LESS THAN 2 YEARS AND NOT
